‘Whether the BARSKY referred to by this informant is identical 
with the K. P. B.RSKY whose name appears on Page 17 of the report of 
reference as being a member of the Russian Center in San Francisco, 
California, was net known by the informant. It was the informant's 
opinion, however, that the BARSKY he refers to,in the event that he is 
identical with K. P, BaRSKY mentioned in the ref erenced report just above 
alluded to, is Communistically inclincd and might be a member of the Rus- 
sian Secret Police.

The Bureau js. aware that this office is siigiae fing an investigation on

residence telephone of Lieutenant REDIN. None has been placed, however, at the 


office of Lieutenant REDIN. inasmuch as the Exchange Building is under constant 


surveillance by the Navy Department, that building being the headquarters for 
the 13th Naval District, and his telephone extension goes through the main Navy 
swithboard. It therefore obviously was impracticable for this office to give 
consideration to such a technical surveillance. It is within the realm of 
possibility that. Lieutenant REDIN's phone is under surveillance by the Navy. 
ONI has not ever given any indication to this effect, however, nor have they 
furnished any information that might have been indicative of such a situation. 
For the Bureau's information it might be noted that Lieutenant REDIN works in 
close cooperation with U. S. Naval officers in the routing of Soviet merchant 
shipse :
